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1. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) A health care provider information system comprising: 
means for defining a patient population; 

means for generating patient interview data including at least one or more of patient history 
informati on and pat ient symptom information; 

means for generating patient encounter informatio n including one or more of symptom 
information, treatment, information, prescription information and diagnosis information; 

means for combining and compressing patient interview data in to a h ealth s umma ry re cord 
comprisin g s tandardized codes indicating at least, one or more of patient symptoms, patient treatments, 
and patient, condition; and 

means for generatin g customized medical reports from the health summary record for one or 
more of a patient 3 an attending physician, and an insurance provider medical reports for each pa t ien t 
using patient interview data and pa t ient encoun t er data . 

2. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 1, further 
comprising: 

means for assigning a health risk score to each patient based upon the health summary 
recox dgenerated medical report . 
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3. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 2, further 
comprising: 

means for analyzing patient health sum mary records niedical repoits and assigning a patient to a 
disease management trac k } and indicating the disease management trade on based upon patient t he 
customised m ediral-rgmrt* report generated for an attending p hysician 

4. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 3, wherein 
said disease management track comprises a medication recommendation program for the rm attending 
physicia n and the customized medical report generated for the attending physician includes the medical 
recommendation program. 

5. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 4, wherein 
said disease management track comprises a treatment recommendation program for an attending 
physicia n and the customized medical report generated for the attending physician includes the treatment 
recommendation program . 

6. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 5, wherein 
said disease management track comprises an education program for a patient and the customized 
medical report comprises a customized medical report generated for a patient, including the education 

program.

8. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 1?, 
wherein said customized medical patrent reports include medication non-compliance reports generated 
from patient medication data and prescription claim data to indicate whether a patient has purchased a 
prescribed medication. 

9. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim-^1, 
wherein said nistomiyed medical pa ti en t med i cal reports comprise: 

patient temporary condition reports, indicating temporary medical conditions of a patient; and 
patient permanent condition reports, indicating permanent conditions of a patient.

11. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of clainH71, 
wherein said customized mediral reports pa t ien t medical reports include doctor reports summarizing 
patient medical history and medical condition. 

12. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 71, 
wherein said customized medioa! reports pa ti en t medical repor t s include medical provider reports 
summarizing patient medical claim history and medical claim status. 
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13. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The health care provider information system of claim 1, further 
comprising: 

means for downloading customized medical reports pa ti en t medical repor t s to a personal digital 
assistant; 

means for uploading patient data entered by a physician into a personal digital assistant from the 
personal digital assistant; and 

means for integrating such data into health su m mary recordspa ti en t med i cal repor t s . 

14. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) A method of providing health care information comprising the 
steps of: 

defining a patient population; 

generating patient interview dat a including at least one or more of patient history infor mation and 
patient symptom information; 

generating patient encounter informatio n including one o r more of symptom information, 
treatment information prescription inf ormation and diagnosis information; 

combining and compressing patient interview dat a into a health s ummary record comprising 
standardized codes indicating at least one or more of patient symptoms J patient treatments; an d patient 
condition , and 

generatin g customized medical reports from the health su mmary record for one or more of a 
patient an attending physician, and an i nsurance provider medical reports for each patient usin g patient 
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interview data and patient encounter data . 

15. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 14, 
further comprising the steps of: 

assigning a health risk score to each patient based upon the health s ummary re cord genera t ed 
medical report . 

16. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 15, 
further comprising the steps of: 

analyzing patient health summary records m eriical reports and assigning a patient to a disease 
management trac k, and indicating the disease management track on based upon patient the customized 
medical-reports report generated for an attending physician. 

17. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 16, 
wherein said disease management track comprises a medication recommendation program for the an 
attending physicia n and the customized medical report generated for the attending physician includes the 
medical recommendation program. 

18. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 17 5 
wherein said disease management track comprises a treatment recommendation program for an attending 
physicia n and the customized medical r eport generated for the attending physician includes the treatment 
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recommendation program . 

19. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 18, 
wherein said disease management track comprises an education program for a patien t and the 
customized medical report c omprises; a customized medical report generated for a patient., including the 

education program.

1420, wherein said customized medical rrrrrerrt reports include medication non-compliance reports 
generated from patient medication data and prescription claim data to indicate whether a patient has 
purchased a prescribed medication, 

22. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 
2014, wherein said customize d medical patient medical reports comprise: 

patient temporary condition reports, indicating temporary medical conditions of a patient; and 
patient permanent condition reports, indicating permanent conditions of a patient.

25. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 
2014, wherein said ciistnrmzed medical reports p a ti en t medical repor t s include medical provider reports 
summarizing patient medical claim history and medical claim status. 

26. (PRESENTLY AMENDED) The method of providing health care information of claim 14, 
further comprising the steps of: 

downloading customized medical reports pa t ien t medical repor t s to a personal digital assistant; 
uploading patient data entered by a physician into a personal digital assistant from the personal 
digital assistant, and 

integrating such data into health summary records p a t ien t medical repo rt s 
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
